On the night of March 25, 1975, in connection 

with a production dealing with the Ku Klux Klan of the United b2 

States, the film shown was, "Storm Warning", which purportedly -^ir) 

dealt with Klan activities in the Southern United States circa 

1950, and starred Ronald Reagan and Doris Day, and which had 

little, if any, resemblance to real life Klan activities. 

Subsequent debate, according to source, was generally 
insipid, and failed to develop any central theme relevant to 
the contemporary Klan. Such diverse participants as Shelton, 
French Socialist Attorney Roland Dumas, Professor Ernest 
Goldstein, Former Special Assistant to President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, and United States black writer Terry Stovall embarked 
on historial and philosophical tangents which were totally 
irrelevant to issues at hand. Audience reaction to the debate 
was minimal, and Shelton performed in a subdued and moderate 
manner. 

I I advised on April 6, 1975, that Shelton had 
returned to the United States on Friday, March 28, 1975. 
According to source, Shelton indicated that he was treated 
very fairly while in Paris and a lot better than he had ever b2 
been treated in the United States. b7D

Shelton indicated that the Secretary to James Venable, 
Imperial Wizard, National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (NKKKK) 
(See Appendix) , an elderly 60 or 70-year-old woman, was on the 
television show replacing Venable. Shelton indicated that she 
did not say more than twenty words, and when asked questions 
would redirect them to Shelton. Also on the show was a black 
male named Stovall, a "French journalist", and a lawyer named 
Goldstein, who was with President Lyndon B. Johnson's Admini- 
stration. The French journalist treated Shelton fairly, and 
all Goldstein did was to read extracts from "U. S. News and 
World Report" , asking Shelton questions as to the authenticity 
of the articles . 

Shelton indicated that he arrived in Paris early on 
March 25, 1975, appearing on a brief fifteen-minute program 
which served as a promotional for the evening broadcast. 
Shelton indicated that he thought the trip and the program 
went "pretty good", and he also felt that he "came out on top" 
during the debate. Shelton was impressed by the way the French 
Government ran the production, stating that he felt the audience 
received a fair chance to hear information "straight from the 
horse' s mouth". 

Shelton repeated often that he felt he was fairly 
treated and that the production did not go one way or the 
other, either to make him look good or to make him look bad. 



This source received the impression, however, that 
Shelton did not know how the program really went, and was 
uncertain as to whether he did well or not.

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Shelton did not appear too impressed over the experience 
and just seemed to "chalk it up" as another trip, only farther 
away, Shelton indicated that he was "tired out" but was also 
told that he would possibly be invited back next year.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 



The United Klans of America, Inc. , Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, 
Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits in and 
consolidation of other Klan groups. In July, 1961, the 
United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Incorporated, merged with the Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed 
by Robert Shelton. In October, 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Klux Klan klaverns were merged with the UKA and 
Robert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Klaverns in various states. Robert Shelton of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Wizard of the organi- 
zation. The stated aims and purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. Like other Klan organizations, it is anti- 
Negro, anti-Semitic, and anti-foreign born. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights. 
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NATIONAL KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (NKKKK) 

The National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Incor- 
porated (NKKKK), a consolidation of various klan groups, 
was granted a charter in DeKalb County, Georgia, in 
November, 1963.

Shelton 
devoted most all of his time and efforts to the administration and 
operation of the Imperial Office of the UKA and the furtherance of the 
UKA throughout the US. He traveled extensively filling many UKA speaking 
engagements usually accompanied by Melvin Sexton, Imperial Kligrapp 
of the UKA. When speaking at various public rallies and cross burnings 
or other public functions, Shelton gave his usual speech dealing with 
the threat of communism and made known his utter condemnation of communism.

Shelton 
participated in various UKA activities, such as organizing drives, 
public rallies, social affairs and the arranging of appropriate plans 
to raise funds for different UKA projects and/or to organize various 
UKA Klaverns or State Units.

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Regarding the banquet held at Orlando, Flori ... on 
January 25, 1975, it was estimated that approximately 150 
persons were present and after the banquet listened to Shelton 
speak on the difference between the Negro and the white man 
including the fact that the Negro had a blood disease which 
he could possibly give to the white man. Shelton also criticized 
the U. S. Government "Food Stamp" Program and the fact that 
the Government was spending millions of dollars, to help the 
Negrces. 



2/7/75 
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Robert M. Shelton was the featured speaker ctu a 
UKA rally near Theodore, Alabama, held February 22, 1975^ 
The crowd was estimated at approximately 1500 people including 
42 rows of Klansmen. In his speech Shelton blasted the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) and the 'Liberal Press 
for ploting to create an image that the Klan is violent. 
Shelton also stated that the rally being held at Theodore, 
Alabama, would be part of a series of meetings planned through- 
out the southeast' in an effort to increase membership and to 
create public awareness of the Klan. At the conclusion of 
the rally a 25 foot cross was burned.

Most of his speech concerned his trip to Paris and he also 
asked everyone present to join some sort of "right wing 11 
organization in order to get the United States back on the 
right course. Shelton stated he believes that within five 
years everyone in the United States would have to belong 
to some sort of an organization of this nature in order to 
survive in this country.

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Robert M. Shelton was present at an Ind^^^a Realm 
Educational Meeting held April 26, 1975* at Indianapolis, 
Indiana. Prior to this meeting, he had been interviewed by 
a local television station in Indianapolis. During this 
interview Shelton touched upon the threat to our western 
culture and racial integrity in the United States.

Shelton also continued to implant the fear of violence 
between the white and black developing in the immediate 
future. He touched over and over again about his relation- 
ship with Robert DePugh of the Minute Men group and the 
necessity of the Klan working closely with DePugh. Shelton 
spoke about his many "accomplishments"; however^ the feeling 
was that his accomplishments never came to pass. Shelton 1 s 
ability to "stir his audience" and make them believe he is 
the greatest remains unimpaired.

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A UKA state meeting for the Realm of Virginia, was 
held at Richmond on May 18, 1975- Present was Imperial wizard 
Robert M. Shelton who discussed the injustices in the American 
system. He defined integration as the practice of replacement 
of a white man with a black man especially if the black did 
not have the qualifications to hold a job. Shelton indicated 
that this form of integration is happening throughout the 
United States at the present time. Shelton further indicated 
that he does not understand how the Federal government can 
allow a simple minority to have power over the vast majority 
of the people in the United Slates.

Robert M. Shelton. Shelton spoke about his recent trip to 
France where he appeared on a French television talk show 
and then went on to speak about various welfare programs 
and the amount of money the Federal government spends on 
welfare.; Shelton stated that there is no such thing as 
Federal aid, that the money comes from the taxpayers in 
the first place and then is returned to the state and called 
Federal aid. He also claimed that television and news media 
are biased and are owned by people who are not white, 
Christian, American. He used as an example the daily news- 
papers in Birmingham, Montgomery and Mobile, Alabama, which 
are owned by Jewish individuals.

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A rally was held at Deland, Florida, on June \ , 
1975, which rally was sponsored by the UKA, Realm of Florida. 
The featured speaker was Robert M. Shelton, Imperial Wizard* 
Shelton spoke about 35 minutes and stated that he and the UKA 
were against the integration of races and felt that forced 
busing of school children to create racial balance was wrong. 
Shelton stated that he was proud to be a "racist". Shelton 
also advised that forced integration of schools through the 
method of busing should also hold true for the redistribution 
of blacks from the southern states to states like South Dakota 
and Idaho where a low population of blacks reside.

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UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 



The United Klans of America, Inc. , Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, 
Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits in and 
consolidation of other Klan groups. In July, 1961, the 
United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Incorporated, merged with the Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed 
by Robert Shelton. In October, 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Klux Klan klaverns were merged with the UKA and 
Robert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Klaverns in various states. Robert Shelton of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Wizard of the organi- 
zation. The stated aims and purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. Like other Klan organizations, it is anti- 
Negro, anti-Semitic, and anti-foreign born, 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights. 
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MINUTEMEN 



The Minutemen organization was organized in 
I960, reportedly to resist the spread of communism in 
the United States by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert 
B. DePugh, national coordinator of the Minutemen, was 
sentenced in October, 1970, for violations of the 
Federal Firearms Act. At the time of his arrest, DePugh 
was in possession of documents concerned with guerrilla 
warfare and other paraphernalia, including hand grenades, 
gun silencers, and a machine gun. DePugh was released 
on parole during April, 1973, and in June, 1973, 
indicated he planned to revitalize the Minutemen into 
a "two-armed organization." Arm number one was to be 
utilized as a political front organization to sway 
elections and control local and state political structures 
Arm number two was to be an underground guerrilla 
organization made up of "strike teams." These "strike 
teams" are to be under direct control of DePugh and their 
existence is to be unknown to everyone, including 
Minutemen State Coordinators.

The July 4, 1975, issue of the "Kansas City Times", 
a daily Kansas City, Missouri, newspaper, contained, in part, 
the following article under the heading "DePugh Musters 
Conservatives" : 

"Robert Bolivar DePugh, founder of the Minutemen, 
a right-wing political group, is no longer active in that 
organization, so he feels free to advise other groups on how 
to make money. 

. "Financing groups of the 'Conservative Political 
Persuasion 1 will be one of the things DePugh will discuss 
with leaders of about 100 such organizations at a meeting 
beginning today at the Continental Hotel. 

"The purpose of the meeting is to aim at some kind 
of cooperative action from the groups which come from every 
extent of the political spectrum, from the center to the ultra- 
far-right, ' DePugh said. 

"He said he did not expect any kind of political 
platform to come out of the session because the groups, coming 
here at DePugh 's invitation, 'vary entirely too much in their 
views.' He said he plans for the conference to be a working 
session to discuss tactics of political activity, organizational 
structure and principles and techniques behind the groups . " 

Shelton was present at the UKA rally held at Sorrento, 
Florida, on the evening of July 18, 1975. There were approxi- 
mately 200 people in attendance. Shelton was also present at 
a UKA banquet held on the evening of July 19, 1975, at the 
Orlando UKA Klavern. A state meeting of the UKA Realm of Florida 
was held at Orlando, Florida, on July 20, 1975, with 75 members 
present. Also present was Robert Marvin Shelton, Imperial 
Wizard of the UKA.

Shelton stated that what the white race needs is a 
strong leader who will take over all right-wing organizations 
and consolidate them into one strong organization.

Shelton was present at a b7D -sponsored rally held 
on Saturday evening, August 9, 1975, on Highway 49, near Macon, 
Georgia • Approximately 300 people were in attendance at the 
rally, at the conclusion of which a 25-foot cross was burned 
while 40 robed Klansmen circled. Shelton spoke for approximately 
forty minutes talking about the Department of Health, Education 
and Welfare, stating that the HEW has destroyed local Boards of 
Education and removed the power of the Parent-Teacher Associations 
(PTA) . Shelton then criticized what is called the myth of federal 
aid. Shelton stated there is no such thing as federal aid since 
the money that the Federal Government returns to the state is 
in fact money that state citizens have already paid to the 
Federal Government in the form of income tax. Shelton criticized 
the Food Stamp program, stating that the bulk of food stamps go 
to Negroes. Shelton also criticized President Gerald R. Ford 
for importing what he called "182,000 prostitutes and orphans" 
while our own orphanages are full of white children who go 
ignored. Shelton then turned his attention to the problem of 
illegal aliens in the United States. He stated that the Govern- 
ment estimates there are now 14 million illegal aliens in the 
United States. He also suggested that if the Federal Government 
had spent one-half the money it has given to the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation (FBI) to harass Klan members in, the last five 
years to hire more border patrolmen, there would only be four 
million illegal aliens. Shelton claimed these aliens are taking 
jobs that should go to native-born Americans.

Shelton was the featured speaker at a UKA rally held

of whom were carrying weapons. In his speech, Shelton pointed 
out the need for white Americans to join the UKA and for 
individuals to back political candidates who would fight against 
school busing, emphasizing the point that the United States 
Government was almost completely influenced by individuals with 
Jewish backgrounds and individuals who were probably communists.

The UKA sponsored a public rally at DeFuniak Springs, 
Florida, on the evening of Saturday, September 13, 1975. Prior 
to the rally, approximately 25 to 50 vehicles gathered at the 
Wayside Park in Pensacola, Florida, and proceeded in a motorcade 
through Ft. Walton Beach, Florida; Niceville, Florida; Crestview, 
Florida; DeFuniak Springs and Bonifay, Florida, and then returned 
to De Funiak Springs. The rally started at approximately 7:30 p.m. 
with speeches given by Klan representatives from Florida and 
Alabama. The featured speaker was Robert M. Shelton. He stated 
he wants to present facts to the people in an effort to save 
this Christian nation. Shelton stated that textbooks are con- 
trolled by Zionist anti-Christians who use them to brainwash 
school children. Busing opponents are being harassed by the 
FBI and other federal agencies on Government orders, and this 
is destroying public institutions. He stated the trap is 
Federal aid which the big brother bureaucracy uses to set guide- 
lines in order to gain local acceptance. 

According to Shelton, due to Federal interference 
education is worse now than thirty years ago because the 12th 
grade learning today is equivalent to the educational level of 
the 10th grade in 1954. Shelton also indicated that he is not 
against busing but he does believe in segregation. Shelton 
also mentioned the illegal immigrant problem, stating that if 
the United States Government could get rid of these immigrants, 
the jobs could go to white Americans in the United States. 
Shelton added that there are over five million Jews in New York 
City and only three and one-half million in the State of Israel. 
Shelton continued that less than two percent of the United States 
population is Jewish, but they hold all the key positions in the 
United States Government, where they are appointed rather than 
elected. Shelton stated that communism and Judaism are almost 
identical and that communism was originated by Jews in order to 
control and destroy the Christian nations. 

This rally was attended by approximately 1500 persons 

with at least 100 Klansmen dressed in robes.!

MINUTEMEN 



The Minutemen organization was organized in 
1960, reportedly to resist the spread of communism in 
the United States by use of guerrilla tactics. Robert 
B. DePugh, national coordinator of the Minutemen, was 
sentenced in October, 1970, for violations of the 
Federal Firearms Act. At the time of his arrest, DePugh 
was in possession of documents concerned with guerrilla 
warfare and other paraphernalia, including hand grenades, 
gun silencers, and a machine gun. DePugh was released 
on parole during April, 1973, and in June, 1973, 
indicated he planned to revitalize the Minutemen into 
a "two-armed organization." Arm number one was to be 
utilized as a political front organization to sway 
elections and control local and state political structures . 
Arm number two was to be an underground guerrilla 
organization made up of "strike teams." These "strike 
teams" are to be under direct control of DePugh and their 
existence is to be unknown to everyone, including 
Minutemen State Coordinators.

The United Klans of America, Inc. , Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) was chartered in 1961 at Atlanta, 
Georgia. It was formed as a result of splits in and 
consolidation of other Klan groups. In July, 1961, the 
United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, 
Incorporated, merged with the Alabama Knights, Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization was headed 
by Robert Shelton. In October, 1961, a majority of the 
Ku Klux Klan klaverns were merged with the UKA and 
Robert Shelton continued as the leader. 

The UKA is the dominant Klan group in the United 
States with headquarters located at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and Klaverns in various states. Robert Shelton of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama, continues to be the Imperial Wizard of the organi- 
zation. The stated aims and purposes of the UKA are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. Like other Klan organizations, it is anti- 
Negro, anti-Semitic, and anti-foreign born. 

Klan members and leaders have been involved in 
atrocities including beatings, bombings and murders, and 
have engaged in activities seeking to deny others their 
constitutional rights.

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UKA public rallies were held May 20, * i, at 

Indiantown, Florida, May 21, 1976, at Palm City, Florida, 
and on May 22, 1976, at West Palm Beach, Florida. Featured 
as the main speaker at all three of these rallies was 
Robert M. Shelton, Imperial Wizard of the UKA. The only 
large turnout occurred at the West Palm Beach, Florida 
rally which was held on May 22, 1976. 
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A National Rally of the UKA was held ~v.~r 
Pulaski, Tennessee, on Saturday evening, May 29, 1976. 
This rally was attended by approximately 2,500 individuals 
with between 500 to 1,000 Klansmen being in attendance. 
One hundred of these Klansmen were in rc>bes surrounding 
a cross during the rally.

For the information of offices receiving this 
communication, referenced letter advised as follows: 

Review of the investigation concerning SHELTON 
reveals that continued full investigation of subject is 
not warranted under the Attorney General Guidelines for 
Domestic Security Investigations (AGG) . Logical United 
Klans of America (UKA) sources should be instructed to 
advise if any information comes to their attention which 
would indicate subject's activities fall within criteria 
set forth in the AAG. 
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BH 157-4650 

Although SHELTON's routine activities should not be 
reported on a day-to-day basis by informants, his position as 
leader of the UKA may obviously create certain situations where 
his activities are, in fact, the activities of the UKA itself. 
In the latter instances, informant coverage and reporting would 
be justified under the UKA caption. 

It is noted that a full investigation of the UKA has 
been authorized by the Department of Justice, and Bureau policy 
for this investigation will be furnished pertinent offices by 
FBIHQ in the near future. 
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
